Frightfal Collision on Main 
Street. 


Two Runaway Horses and a Wages 
Telescope a Street Car. 


The Tragic Scene Which Appalled 
Every Spectator. 


Two Persons Preadfuily Mulilated, and Seversl 
Others Badly Hurt—How the Rasanay 
Started—List of the Wounded and 
Their Injuries. 


Los Angeles has become notorious fer 
runaway horses, and alinost daily there are 
hairbreadth escapes from terrible accidents 
therefrom. Maddened horses, whirling 
vehicles of whatever sort down crowded 
streets, are familiar objects here, and so are 
wrecked spokes, dished wheels and dis- 
membered buggies. But probably never 
before in the history of Los Angeles has 
there been so ghastly a street scene as thag 
which made the hearts of ~00 onlookezs 
‘stand still at eight minutes totwo o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 
At that time, car No. 7 of the Main 
street and Agricultural Park Ratiway, 
Fred S. Aiken, driver; C. O. Lamberson, 
conductor, was coming along Main street, 
south-bound, and was just in front of the 
Grand Opera- -house. There were a half 
scofe of passengers on board, including 
four ladies and a babe. : 
Five minutes earlier, the driver of 2 
heavy dirt-wa agon, belonging to R. A. Fos- 
ter, had hitehed his heavy and spirited 
team with a stout strap close to the Ham 
mam Baths, a few hundred yards south of 
the opera-house, and had gone intoa tuild- 
ing to get 

A DRINK OF WATER. 
Workmmen were engaged in tearing off the 
roof of an old house close by.

sults to water pipes and architectural 
work.

supplies of nuts and oil and our pure 
wines. We want room left for the fig 
and the apricot, and for all of the fruits 
for which our soil is so admirably 
adapted. Let our towns grow as a 
population comes to fill them, but let 


us keep under cultivation the land 


necessary to feed them, and to furnish 
them the luxuries that thrive so well 
in the favoring soil and sunshine of 
this section.

Antietam.

The complete skeleton of a man and the 
blade of an officer’s sword were found a few 
days ago ona portion of the battlefield of 
Antietain by a party of Charleston, W. Va., 
fishermen. The body was in the midst of a 
thicket of young trees, which probably ac- 
counts for its being overlooked for so long a 
time. There being no clew as to the iden- 
tity of the remains, the bones were interred 
fisheamen near where they were 

ound, 


It is now a quarter of a century since 

the great battle was fought. On that 
memorable 17th of September, 1862, 
there were marshaled upon the historic 
field a quarter of a million armed.men, 
and a quarter of a thousand cannon 
belched forth fire and death through 
the long and anxious hours of the day 
and night. The dead and dying were 
everywhere. Twelve thousand Union 
soldiers fell, dead or wounded, in the 
battle, and nearly «as many more on the 
Confederate side. The famous stone 
bridge—‘‘ Burnside’s bridge,’ as it came 
to be called—was carried by the gallant 
Ninth Corps, and the left of the Na- 
tional line—the Left Grand Division— 
swung across the Antietam Creek to 
the heights beyond, where ‘‘Rob”’ 
Toombs and his Georgians were drawn 
up to dispute the passage. On the 
right. three mile sor more away, intrepid 
Hooker, at the head of the Right 
Grand Division, fought until wounded, 
hurtling his hardened battalions again 
and again upon the stubborn Confeder- 
ate line in the woods about the Quaker 
Church. In the center the white- 
headed and white-souled veteran leader, 
Sumner, with the Center Grand Divi- 
sion, stood like a stone wall-dgainst the 
enemy’s fierce onsets, advancing or re- 
tiring his serried columns from time to 
time, as the fortunes of the day made 
pussible or necessary. The tide of 
battle ebbed and flowed throughout the 
long autumn day. ‘There was more 
than one refluent wave in the opposing 
lines, and the sun set upon what then 
seemed to be a draw battle. But Con- 
federate preparations for retreat had 
already begun. and all night long Lee 
was engaged in withdrawing his beaten 
army beyond the Potomac River, to the 
security of the Virginian shore. Mc- 
Clellan was not alert enough to detain 
his antagonist or drive him into the 
river, and so the Union arms were 
crowned with a less complete victory 
than would have been gained by Grant, 
Sherman or Sheridan, had either of 
those great soldiers been in command 
of national forces, 
Antietam has taken its place in his- 
tory as one of the great battles of the 
world. The little incident related at 
the head of this article will bring back 
to many a still living veteran a flood of 
recollections touching the times that 
tried men’s souls, when‘ the Great Re- 
public was in peril so sore that its very 
life was dispaired of.

Co.ron, Aug. 19.—Yesterday morning 
the neighbc rs of Robert McClure discovered 
that his barn wa3 on fire. He lived about 
twelve m'les southeast of this place in a 
sparsely-seti'led neighborhood. They ar- 
rived at the scene too late to save anything, 
and the barn and its contents burned 
quickly to the ground. It was noticed by 
the crowd that Mr. McClure did not appear. 
When some of the crowd went to his home 
near by and called him no response was ob- 
tained. They then broke into the house, 
which was found to be in complete order, 
but McClure was not there. After the 
flames had subsided so that the crowd could 
approach near to the burning barn, some 
one caught a sickening odor of burning 
flesh. Search was at once instituted, which 
was finally rewarded by a scorched and 
blackened skeleton, which was found near 
a manger in the barn. 

Coroner Wainwright was notified, who 
came and impaneled a jury and held an in- 


quest. The jury agreed that it was the 
body of Robert McClure, but found no evi- 
dence of either murder or robbery. The 
jury was unable to determine whether he 
was murdered, and his body burned to con- 
ceal the crime, or whether he discovered 
his barn on fire and had gone in to recover 
his _— and was so caugnt and burned to 
eath.

New Rules otf the Call Board — The. 
Sharon Case. 
SAN FRANCIsco, Aug. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The board of directors of 
the Call Board Association, at an executive 
meeting this morning decided to again 
hold regular sessions of the Call Board on 
Monday next. A pumberof newrules were 
adopted and publicly posted. These rules 
are twenty-two in number, relating to all 
details of management of the Exchange 
and Call Board, including deliveries, con- 
tracts, warehouses, inspectors, deposits on 
contracts, additional margins, rights of 
parties to contracts, commissions, quota- 
tions, ete. There was a feeling of hopeful- 
ness apparent on the faces of brokers this 
afternoon on account of the promised re- 
sumption of business, and it is thought that 
the market will open firm and satisfactory. 
Rule 12, about which there has n so 
much discussion, provides that in addition 
to the origina! deposit made on any con- 
tract, either party to the same may at any 
time demand from the other, as further 
security, a sum of money equal to any dif- 
ference between the market value of like 
deliveries and the original or last indorsed 
price named in thecontract. This differ- 
ence in value between the market and orig- 
inal or last indorsed price is to be paid 
directly to the m2mber in whose favor it 
may declare itself. The sum so paid may 
be increased or reduced as the filuctu- 
ations of the market may warrant, 
and must be acknowledg on the 
back of both contracts by members 
receiving the same; provided that on the 
written application of ten members to the 
board of directors, if the directors consider 
it advisable, they can order all further dif- 
ference in market value to be deposited in 
one of the banks authorized by the directors 
of the association as margin banks, such 
papers to be increased or reduced as the 
fluctuations of the market may warrant. 
Values shall be determined according to 
property value in other markets, or for its 
value in consumption or manufacturin 
here irrespective of any fictitious, inflate 
or manipulated price at which cash or 
futures may be selling for “ton call’ at the 
time. The value for marginal purposes 
shall be determined by the directors. 
A NOVEL POINT DECIDED. 

_In the case of Reid vs. Reid, which came 
before the Supreme Court tuday, on appeal 
against the action ef the lower court, in ad- 
mitting a certified transcript of the sten- 
ographer’s report, in another suit, as evi- 
dence in the present case, the court decided 
that the transcript was only prima facie 


evidence, and not admissable as_ legal 
evidence. Accordingly the judgment 
and order of the court below’ were 


reversed and the cause remanded for a new 
trial. This was the first time this precise 
point of law has come up for decision in 
this State.

Colotow Striving to Stir Up Other 

Tribes—Reports of Fighting 

Confirmed—The Old Chief's 
Son Killed.

GLENWOOD SPRINGS (Colo.), Aug. 19.— 
[By the Associated Press.| The State mili- 
dary forces are being concentrated here, 
under command of Adjt.-Gen. West, from 
all parts of the State. At present there are 
about 250 militia here, all well mounted and 
equipped. It is expected that this force 
will be started for White River tonight. 
One infantry company, composed of fifty 
men under Capt. Gostine, left here yester- 
day for Meeker, where they will do garrison 
duty and enable cattlemen and cowboys to 
go out after the Indians, Sheriff Hooper, 
of Pitkin county, arrived this morning with 
fifty men well mounted and armed. These 
men, in addition to thirty more from here, 
gov at once to swell the forces of Sheriff 
Kendall. 

COLOROW STIRRING UP THE TRIBES. 
The entire number of renegade Indians 
now with Chief Colorow is estimated at 
about 250. Colorow has had runners out all 
the time for recruits, who are constantly 
adding to his forces. These are mostly 
White River Utes, with a sprinkling of Un- 
compahgres. It is even stated that Colorow 
has secursd aid from a renegade branch of 
the Navajoes and that he has: runners up 
among the warlike Sioux of the North, 
where it is not unlikely he will secure sub- 
stantial assistance. 

THE CHIEF’S SON KILLED. 

A courier justin from Meeker gives an 
account of the situation there yesterday 
morning. The report of the Sheritf’s en- 
counter with a part of Colorow’s band under 
the old chief himself, and tne probable kill- 
ing of Eney, a son of Colorow, is confirmed, 
as is the statement of the hostile demonstra- 
tion of the Ute who was given the safe es- 
cort out of the settlement from the peace 
pow-wow held with a view to adjusting the 
trouble with the whites. 
A BUCK’S TREACHERY. 
This Ute brave gave his escort the slip 
when well out of Meeker, thrust a knife 
into Deputy Sheriff Randall and took to the 
hills, uttering war whoops which brought 
from ambush several bullets whistling over 
the heads of the escort. 
The Sheriff and posse who have been 
waiting in Meeker until the forces arrive, 
will reconnoiter the hills in that vicinity. 
and ascertain the disposition of the Utes. 
Gen. West will push all of his forces 
through at once. 

NO FEAR AT WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—The War De- 
partment authorities have received no 
official information on which to base fears 
of a serious outbreak among the White 
River Utes. The first information from a 
military source was received from Maj. 
Randlet, of the Ninth Infantry, command- 
ing at Ft.. Duchesne, in a dispatch dated 
August 16th.

GOOD AS GOLD. * 
California’s Fruits Again to 
the Front. 


The Industry Assuming Gigantic Pro- 
portious. 


Lack of Labor the Great Problem to be 
Solved. 


What Leading San Francisco Dealers Say 
of the Frait Fansine in the East and the 
Outlook for the Coast—Increased 
Shipments.

SAN FRANCcISco, Aug. 19.—[{Special.] In 
an interview with Frank Johnson, gf W. T. 
Coleman & Co., today regarding the al- 
leged fruit scarcity in the East he said: » 

It has been known for some time among 
those who had full information that there 
was practically a failure in the eastern 
fruit crop. Cherries, strawberries, rasp- 
berries, gooseberries, plums and peaches 
were very badly affected. About a month 
ago the market began to. be excited over a 
report that not more than 2,000,000 baskets 
of peaches would be gathered in the Del- 
aware peninsula. This was suflicient toad- 
vance prices some 10 or 15 per cent. Since 
then authentic reports have been received 
that the yield would not be more than 
1,000,000 baskets. This has stimulated 
prices here. 

A REMARKABLE ADVANCE, 

Two months ago California canned 
peaches were selling at $1.65 per dozen. 
Today they readily sell East on a basis of 
$2.10, or an advance of 90 cents a case 
within sixty days. The most encouraging 
feature is that advance orders are coming 
in faster than they can be filled. Apricots 
opened at $1.55. They are strong today at 
$1.60, or an advance of 50 cents a case. 
Pears opened at $1.70. They are strong to- 
day at $1.95, an advance of 50 cents a case. 
The .advance in canned fruits East has 
been accompanied by a fall in fresh fruits 
here, and canners have been enabled to 
save at both ends in the low cost of raw 
fruit, and in the enhanced prices of the 
canned article. This glut in fruits has 
been brought about by the 

SCARCITY OF HELP, 
which I consider to be the coming problem 
of the State of California. We have can- 
neries that would willingly employ 5V0 or 
800 more hands could they be gotten. The 
fruit industry of the State of California I 
regard as our coming one. The demand is 
enormous. As an evidence of this, we 
would say that we have taken orders to 
date for over twice as much fruit as was 
sold during all of last year, and we could, 
without trouble, take orders for 50,000 or 
100,000 cases more if we had hands to put 
them up. Choice lemon-cling peaches have 
been selling at one-quarter to one-half a 
cent per pound from our wharves, but it is 
impossible to get help to handle them, and 
the result is that our city canneries are un- 
able to pack as they should pack. The effect 
is felt by orchardists, who are unable to 
market their products at a profit, and our 
great fruit industry is suffering. It be- 
comes a serious question with manufacturers, 
with orchardists and vineyardists, and 
ONE SOLUTION 
Is the importation of large quantities of 
white help from the Eastern States. How 
they are to be gotten I cannot suggest, but 
with our prolific soil and immense planting 
of orchards it becomes necessary to do 
something soon. We have people in the 
Kastern States and in Europe that want our 
fruits. There is abundance of capacity and 
capital here to put them up, and the only 
thing that i3 wanting to make this fruit 
business something enormous is help. Now, 
there is ‘ 
ANOTHER SOLUTION 
of the problem, so far as our present help is 
concerned, that I can suggest, and that is, 
that the public schools have a longer vaca-. 
tion now, say from the3d of July.to the 15th 
of September, and in that way in the city of 
San Frahcisco.alone probably 2500-or 3000 
children could be secured. If it is not done, 
or some such other thing dane, then orchards 
that are yielding $300 or $400 an acre now 
will not be able to yield $50 or #75. We 
don’t want Chinese help. We never employ 
Chinamen where a white man is to be got- 
ten. What we want is able-bodied white 
help, and there is not a concern connected 
with us or engaged in the fruit interest in 
the State of California that won’t give 25 
perf cent. more for white help, or 50 per cent. 
more if it is necessary to get them. 
WHAT ANOTHER CANNER SAYS. 

Mr. Carneal, president of the Lusk Can- 
ning Company, was interviewed and stated 
that his cannery is empfoying about 400 
white help; that they have rigged up quar- 
ters at the cannery, constructed boarding- 
houses, and are paying about 40 per cent. 
more for white help than for the Chinese; 
that formerly the cannery employed but 
seventy-five to 100 white help, but they are 
now employing 400, and are willing to take

BURNED AT SEA. 


Loss of An Inman Steamer on the 
Atlantic—Passengers and Crew 
.Take to Boats—Thirteen 
Lives Lost. 


By Telegraph to The Times 

LONvDOoN, Aug. 19.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Inman line steamer 
City of Montreal has been burned at sea, 
and thirteen persons perished. Tne Mon- 
trealleft New York on August 6th for Liver- 
pool, commanded by Capt. Land. The news 
of the destruction was learned upon the ar- 
rival at Queenstown, this morning, of the 
British steamer York City, Capt. Benn, 
which left Baltimore on August 4th for 
London. The steamer rescued the survivors 
from the burning vessel and took them to 
Queenstown. 

The burning of the steamer occurred on 


the 11th inst., five days after she left New | 


York. A boat containing thirteen persons, 
six passengers and seven members of the © 
crew, are missing. 

THE ALARM OF FIRE. : 

It is learned that shortly after the passen- 
gers had gone to bed on the night of the 
10th they were aroused by the alarm of fire. 
A scene of consternation ensued, and the 

engers were greatly terrified. The 
smoke caused by the fire was suffocating; 
nevertheless the passengers dre and 
went on deck with littl& appearance of 
a panic. The fire originated in the cotton 
stored in the after main hold. Nine streams 
of water were soon working on the flames, 
and the course of the vessel was shaped for 
Newfoundland, 400 miles distant. The 
flames = age with rapidity and soon burst 
out with terrific force through the midway 
and after hatchways. The heat was in- 
tense. The steamer had 420 passengers 
on board. It being apparent that it was im- 
possible to save the ship, a momentary panic 
ensued. 
LOWERING THE BOATS. 

Boats were lowered and passengers and 
crew got into them. The boats soon_ 
settled and one entirely vanished. This 
contained two stewards, four seamen and 
seven passengers, and there is but little 
doubt that the whole boat has perished. A 
bark was sighted shortly after the boats 
lett the steamer, and her crew were prepar- 
ing to pe up the survivors, when the 
steamer York City, attracted by the flames 
of the burning vessel, which were shootin 
up 100 feet in the air, bore down, and with 
difficulty took all on board. The rescued 
people were treated with the utmost kind- 
ness by the captain and crew of the York 
City, and the passengers speak with a feel- 
ing of the consideration which was accorded 
them. The survivors are unanimous in de- 
claring that the officers and crew of the Ci 
a did their best, nobly anu skill- 

ully. 
SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 


The boats were eight in number and con- 
sisted of seven life-boats and a pinnace. 
Those were launched and stocked with pro- 


visions. The flames spread with fiereeness, 
and the efforts to quench them soon proved 
futile. At8 o’clock in the morning the pas- 


sengers were marshaled on deck preparing | 


to enter the boats. Many were weeping, 
ant on the whole they were quiet and or- 
erly, 

Family groups presented a sight pitiful to 
see as they hudied in fear and trembling. 
There was a heavy sea running, and it was 
with difficulty their boats were kept from 
being smashed. The crew worked splen- 
didly and the passengers were placed in the 
boats in a comparatively short time. 

THE VESSEL AND CARGO. 

The steamer was worth #500,000. The in- 
surance is not known. The cargo was 
principally cotton, lard and oil. The ves- 
sel was used for first-class travel. She had 
made 114 voyages. Capt. Land has been in 
the service of the line for twenty-five years, 
and is considered one. of the most careful 
trans-atlantie captains. There is no idea 
how the fire broke out.

Lonvon, Aug. 19.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press,} Balfour, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, announced in the Commons this 
afternon that the Government had pro- 
claimed the Irish National League. He 
said the League was proclaimed as a dan- 
gerous association, under section 6 of the 
[rish Crimes Act Amendment Bill, recently 
made a law (cheers and counter cheers). 
The Government had thus taken the power 
conferred upon them by the act to prohibit 
and suppress the League. Continuing, Bal- 
four said: ‘‘They are two sub-heads of the 
sixth section of the act inentioned in the 
proclamation which declares as follows: 

“Whereas, We are satisfied that there 
exists in Ireland an association known as 
the Irish National League, which in parts 
of Ireland promotes and incites acts of vio- 
lence and intimidation.” (A voice, “it’s a 
lie. No branch of the League is engaged 
in such work.’’) 

Sexton asked whether the sole ground for 
the proclamation was that the League was 
sim M an association tending to interfere 
with the law. 

Balfour in reply read the terms of the 
proclamation. 

Harrington asked whether Balfour was 
aware that nearly all branches of the League 
were engaged in registration work ; whether 
he knew that the League was{the only asso- 
ciation opposed to the Conservatives’ work ; 
and whether the proclamation was intended 
to paralyze the etforts of the league to the 
advantage of the Conservatives on the new 
register, 
Balfour replied that no branch of the 
League confined to registration would be 
in its work. 

The subject was then dropped, and the 
House went into Conmitiee on the Land 
Allotment Bill. 

INDIGNANT CRITICISM. 

In the lobby of Parliament this evéning 
Gladstone asserted that the Government 
is unjust and imprudent in proclaiming the 
League. 

The Parnellites say that the Government 
wishes to create trouble and outrages in 
Ireland during the coming winter; that 
the proclamation will force the extremest 
measures of .the ue to the front, and 
that the Government will shortly bitterly 
repent its action. 

All important décuments of the League 
have been removed from the headquarters 
in Dublin. 

Parnell in an interview said that the 
action of the government in _ pro- 
claiming the League, was gra- 
tuitous slur to the Irish, considering 
the present condition of Ireland. It was 
merely a move to cover the weakness of the 
Land Bill. If the bill did not protect ten- 
ants from eviction, trouble would be in- 
evitable during the coming winter. 

PRESS COMMENTS. 
The Pall Mall Gazette vigorously attacks 
the Government party for adopting in the 
Commons last evening the Earl of Cardo- 
gan’s amendment to the Irish Land Bill, re- 
lating to town parks. The Gazette urges 
the Liberals to revolt against the Govern- 
ment’s Irish policy in the Commons, and to

The Ameer of Afghanistan Takes Off 
a Pair of Heads.

against the bows of ocean steamers at 
anchor in the river. Many were capsized 
and all more or less injured. The loss of 
life was enormous, as the occurence took 
place in the night. It is not known how 
inany were drowned.

Soba and His “Kentucke 


Gazette”—The Difficulties Under 
Which Early Western Printers 
Labored. 


[Columbus (0.) Dispatch.] 

journalism, n € anniversary of 
the publication of the first number of 
the first newspaper established west of 
Alleghanies. One hundred years 
today the first issue of the Ken- 
ky Gazette was printed at Lexing- 
ton,. Ky... by John Bradford. Ken- 
tucke was not at that time a State, but 


‘merely a county of. Virginia, not bein 


admitted, as a separate State unti 
1792 


The history of the establishment of 
this paper is worth rehearsing in brief. 
For some-time the people of Kentucky 
had been zealously discussing the pro- 
priety of separating from Virginia and 
setting up an independent government. 
For this purpose a convention was held 
in 1785 at Danville, the territorial cap- 
ital. At this convention the following 
resolution was adopted: | 

.“That, to insure unanimity in the 
opinion of the people respecting the 
priety of separating the district of 

entucky from Virginia and forming a 
separate State Government, and to 


give publicity tothe proceedings of the F 


‘ convention, itis deemed essential to 


the interests of the country to have a 
printing press.”’ 

A committee was oe ey to carry 
out the project, but it was two years 
before it became an accomplished fact. 
The ple of Lexington, then the 
most important town west of the Al- 
leghanies, took great interest in the 
enterprise, and proved their interest 
by giving it the most substantial en- 
eee in the form of a grant to 
Bradford of the use of a ‘‘public lot 
free.’ This grant of land was made 
in July, 1786, but, owing toa delay in 
the arrival of the 
from Philadelphia e first issue of 
the Kentucke Gazette was not put out 
until over a year later. 

Cancerning this delay, it is hardly to 
be wondered at. The types had to be 
transported from Philadelphia to Pitts- 
burgh, and from Pittsburgh down the 
Ohio River by boat to Limestone, now 
called Maysville, Ky. Both the over- 
land and boat trips were dangerous, 


_ but particularly the latter, as the his- 


tory of the pioneers of the North- 
west Territory proves. But the route 
from Limestone to Lexington was by 
far the most dangerous of all. As 
William Henry Perrin, who has written 
a most intereating article on this sub- 
free in the August number of the 

gee of American History, says: 

**In every copse, behind almost, every 


tree from Limestone to Lexington. 


lurked unseen dangers; scarcely a rod of 
the distance but was stained by the 
blood of the red man or that of his pale- 
faced foe. Along this dangerous trail, 
where, ever and anon, was heard the 
crack of the Indian’s rifle or his blood- 
curdling yell, John Bradford’s types 
and press were ee or on pack- 
horses to the metropolis of Kentucky. 
What wonder, then, that the types 
were ‘pied,’ or that they arrived at their 
destination at all?’’ 

The first number was a small. unpre- 
tending sheet, scarcely so large as a 
half-sheet of fools-cap. It was printed 
in the style of the times, f being used 
for s,.and the subscfiption price was 
eighteen shillingsperannum.  Itscon- 
tents comprised two short original arti- 
cles,one advertisement, and a brief note 
from the editor in explanation of the 
delay in the The Gazette 
was edited by its founder for many 
vears. He was succeeded by his son, 
Daniel Bradford, who in turn was suc- 
ceeded by others until, after a varied 
and at times brilliant career of over 
sixty years, its publication ceased in 


John Bradford. the pioneer editor of 
the West, was a Virginian, and was 
born in 1749. He was brought up by 
his father as a neg mene printer. He 
served through the Revolutionary war 
and, in 1785, removed his 
family to Kentucky, He was not 
a brilliant man, but was possessed of 
avast fund of sterling common sense. 
He held many positions of trust and 
honor in the town, county and State in 
which he lived. He was the first State 
Printer of Kentucky, and was the 
High Sheriff of Fayette county at the 
time of his death, in 1830. Henot only 
established the first newspaper in the 
West, but he also established the sec- 
ond one, the Kentucky Heraid; and he 
also -published the first pamphlet 
printed in the West, the Kentucky 
Almanac. So stored was his mind wit 
useful and valuable information, and 
such confidence did the people who 
knew him havein his judgment, that 
he carried for. many years the honor- 
able sobriquet of ‘‘Old Wisdom.” 

Bradford’s printing-office was a rude 
log cabin. He printed his paper on an 
old-fashioned, unwieldy hand-press, 
from which, when hard pushed, he
